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Greenbeli;^ Bowie^ College Park Oppose 
State Regulations on Juvenile Services

The dispute betweeif state 
and city juvenile service 
agencies, the establishment 
of a new recycling commit¬ 
tee and a request for an em¬ 
ergency phone system at the 
Lake Park were the major 
subjects of the October 15 
regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council At 
the request of Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens, council 
also directed city staff to in¬ 
vestigate the nondelivery of 
mail to Greensprii;g resi¬ 
dents. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
provided an update on the fund¬ 
ing battle between Graonbelt 
CARES, the city's juvenile ser¬ 
vices bureau and the Maryland 
Department of Juvenile Services 
(DJS). College Park and Bowie 
are engaged in a similar dispute 
with DJ.S, which is demanding 
that the cities provide the state 
agency with the names, along 
with other information, of their 
jyvenUe clients. Giese said that 
DJS contends that the city does 
not need clients' permission to 
release the names to the state. 
If the city insists on obtaining 
client pemn.ssion, DJS has ad¬ 
vised the city it should not 
serve clients who refuse to per¬ 
mit release of their names. 
CARES officials feel that a sig¬ 
nificant proportion of their 
clients will not permit release 
of their names, 

Giese advised council that the 
Secretary of DJS has refused to 
meet with him. Further, DJS 
officials are refusing to meet 
jointly with Greenbelt, College 
Park and Bowie officials. Offi¬ 
cials of the three cities met ear- 
'lier that day with Senator Leo 
Green, Delegates Joan Pitkin 
and Charles “Buzz" Ryan and 
other legislators. Green and an¬ 
other senator agreed to attempt 
to set up the desired meeting 
between the three cities and the 
Secretary of DJS. Giese said 
that the long-term solution may 
be to develop a system permit¬ 
ting a blind match between city 
and DJS records, providing the 
information DJS needs without 
violating client confidentiality. 

Delegate Charles Ryan has 
advised the city that given the 
likelihood of significant future 
funding cuts in the DJS budget, 
if that agency failed to provide

funds for the three cities in its 
budget, legislators would be un¬ 
able to add those funds. Pacing 
this reality, Giese concluded that 
the dispute must be resolved 
through negotiation, rather than 
through legal action. The city 
has sent a proposed amended 
contract to DJS, which has 
acknowledged receipt but has 
neither accepted or rejected the 
contract itself. 

Buddy Attick Park 

Council dealt with two park- 
related issues. The owner of the 
concession stand, Duane Bow¬ 
man, has decided to sell the 
business. Under the lease agree¬ 
ment, council has the right of 
first refusal. Council according¬ 
ly refused, directing staff to 
notify Bowman that the city has 
no interest in purchfasing the 
stand and equipment and permit¬ 
ting him to seek a buyer, subject 
to approval by council of the 
specific buyer. 

Georgine Small asked council 
to consider installing emergency 
phones at Attick Park. She said 
she recently witnessed an inde¬ 
cent exppsiure at the park. The 
man followed l^r as she at¬ 
tempted to leave the lake and 
was scared off only wben Small 
was spotted and called to by a 
friend. She said that the ex¬ 
perience miade her realize how 
far people at the lake have to 
go to summon police or emer¬ 
gency rescue assistance. 

Leonie Penney asked council 
to increase the police presence 
at the lake, particularly the 
relatively isolated area between 
the dam and Lakeside Drive. 

Staff will investigate the re¬ 
quests and report back to coun¬ 
cil. 

Legislation 

Council gave final approval to 
the Capital Projects Fund bud¬ 
get, which accounts for projects 
such as the reconstruction of 
Centerway; the acquisition of the 
Steiner property for Schrom 
Hills Park; renovations to the 
Youth Center; Public Works 
facility and Municipal building, 
as well as street and recreation 
facility construction. 

Council also gave final approv¬ 
al to legislation establishing a 
nine-person recycling committee. 
Leonie Penney argued that the 
resolution should be more spe¬ 
cific, incorporating more of the 
program details developed by the 
ad hoc committee on recycling. 
She also pressed for language 
requiring the membership to 
accurately reflect the city, both 
geographically and by type of 
residence (private ownership, 
both receiving and not receiv¬ 
ing city trash collection.; town- 
houses, condominium/ apart¬ 
ments, commercially owned 
apartments and businesses). She 
argued that all of these constitu¬ 
encies have different needs and 
perspectives. Council member 
Antoinette M. Bram agreed but 
received no support for her re¬ 
quest that a requirement for 
geographic balance be added to 
the resolution. She also argiied, 
again without council support. 


for a more specific charge to the 
committee. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted 
that councirs normal procedure 
is to try for such balance, but 
not to include it as an absolute 
legal requirement. He noted that 
such a requirement could pre¬ 
vent the city from appointing a 
highly qualified individual from 
an area already represented on 
the committee. Putens noted that 
such a requirement could delay 
filling the committee if no one 
applied from an area designated 
for representation. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
argued that getting the commit¬ 
tee established should take pre¬ 
cedent over spelling out each 
item that it should consider. The 
resolution passed unanimously, 
with Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White absent.

RENOVATIONS, NEW RESTAURANT 
PLANNED FOR ROOSEVELT CENTER

Prospects for the renovation of the Roosevelt Center — 
currently a morass of mud and debris — are looking better 
and better. That was the good news brought to the Green¬ 
belt City Council at a work session on October 10 by George 
Christacos, owner of the commercial buildings in the Cen¬ 


ter. 

Christacos said that he ex¬ 
pected “within two weeks” to 
have signed lease agreements 
for the two vacant spaces—the 
theater and the adjacent corner 
where the High's store used to 
be. Despite the failure to get 
approval from the county for a 
liquor license, the Liu family, 
who were planning to open a 
Chinese restaurant on the cor¬ 
ner site, have decided to go 
ahead. According to the agree¬ 
ment, Christacos said, he will 
lease the property at a lower 
monthly rate than would have 
been the case if the proprietors 
had been able to offer sales of 
alcoholic beverages. 

Christacos estimated that get¬ 
ting the restaurant into working 
order would take about 90 days. 
Such a family-oriented restau¬ 
rant will be “a big plus in the 
area,” Christacos commented. 

Speaking of the other long- 
vacant property, the theater, 
Christacos said that it will go 
into business as a “real theater.” 
Someone who already operates 
two movie houses at a 99-cent 
ticket rate, one in the District 
and one in Bethesda, has decided 
to open a similar facility here. 
He plans a 600-seat operation. 

Another Store? 

In the meantime, as part of 
the upgrading of the property, 
Christacos has been having as¬ 
bestos removed in the basement 
area under the High's store. This 
nv>ve is required before he would 
be able to secure a bank loan 
for further improvements in the 
Center. In particular he wants 
to fill in the comer between the 
beauty parlor and the entrance 
to the basement shoe repair 
shop, which he said fills with 
windblown debris and looks un¬ 
sightly. Council members as¬ 
sented to that characterization 
of the area in question. 

Christacos indicated that he 
would like to build a ground- 
level space, for which his pre¬ 
ferred use would be to bring the 
shoe repairman up to the street. 
He indicated that the basement 
facility was substandard and wa¬ 
ter-damaged. The shoe repair¬ 
man had said that he would like 
to sell certain lines of sports 
shoes as well and to develop a 
more attractive place. 

The front facade of the new 
shop would continue the front 
line of the rest of the shops 


and would be in design har¬ 
mony, subject to approval of his¬ 
toric preservation officials, since 
the rest of the Center has been 
designated an historic site. The 
east wall would continue the 
east wall of the theater. An exit 
corridor would have to be cre¬ 
ated in the northeast segment 
of this new store in order to 
meet fire code requirements for 
the theater exit. 

Council memibers raised a 
question about the impact of 
this new commercial space on 
available parking. On this issue, 
City Manager James Giese com¬ 
mented that the city's Director 
of Planning, Celia Wilson, ad¬ 
vises that Christacos and Domi¬ 
no's must be treated consistently 
—either to approve or deny. 
Domino's has requested a waiver 
of county parking restrictions in 
order to operate a pizza carry¬ 
out (as well as the current de¬ 
livery service), Giese indicated 
that between 6 and 8 p.m. there 
might be something of a “park¬ 
ing crunch.” 

For the new construction 
Christacos envisions, seven park¬ 
ing spaces would be required 
(under the understanding that 
the current basement shoe repair 
shop would be closed). 

Council expressed interest in 
the proposal and indicated it 
would be placed on the agenda 
for the November 13 regular 
city council meeting.

Nov. 6 Election Nears 

In the November 6 general 
election, 8,533 Greenbelters will 
be eligible to vote (see chart). 
Of the 108 new registrants since 
the September primary, 82 are 
Democrats, 17 Republican and 
nine unaffiliated. 

Together, Greenbelt's four pre¬ 
cincts now have 6,112 Demo¬ 
crats, 2,267 Republicans and 
1,164 unaffiliated voters with 
Democrats outnumbering Repub¬ 
licans 2.25 to L In the county 
Democrats hold a 3.2-1 lead, ver¬ 
sus their 1.86-1 lead in the city's 
state legislative district, 1.7 to 
1 in the councilmanic district and 
3 to 1 in the city's congressional 
district. 

It is projected that the state's 
final tally will show Democrats 
outnumbering Republicans by 
about 2.19 to 1, a considerable 
decline over 1980's 3 to 1 ratio.

The transfer of two buffer areas alon^ Kenflworth Av¬ 
enue now withlin the city limits of Greenibelt to the Town of 
Bengyn Heights was discussed at a work session of the 
Greenbelt CS.ty Council and officials of Berwyn Heights, on 
Sept. 26. 


FOP to Play Politicos 
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Berwyn officials de- 

scribed the area which lies be- 
tween their town and the 
highway as non-revenue- 
•prodncing and requested the 
transfer to aHow the town to 
better maintain and contnd the 
use of the land. Council was 
generally favorable but members 
had a number of questions. They 
asked city staff to research the 
issue further and agreed that it 
would be covered at a future 
council meeting. 

Council menuber Antoinette M. 
<Toni) Bram wanted assurances 
that the area would remain green. 
Berwyn Heights agreed to active¬ 
ly pursue keeping the area green 
and indicated a plan to plant ad- 
ditkmal trees, partially in an ef¬ 
fort to better buffer the ^gh- 
way noise. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
raised issues of access by the 
police, since Kenilworth Avenue 
is patrolled by Greenbelt Police 
who respond to accidents on the 
highway. There were comparisons 
to Greenbelt Hoad for which 
Greenbelt Police now have par¬ 
tial responsibility and Mayor Pro 
Tern l^omas X. White raised 
questions on the long-term plan¬ 
ning for Greenbelt Road. 

Options 

Weidenfeild outlined a number 
of possible actions regarding the 
transfer of the highway buffer 
areas.

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Earth Day Show to Air

After months of editing, the 
Greenbelt Earth Day 1990 pro¬ 
gram will be shown on Prince 
Georges Television Cable chan¬ 
nel B15 at 7 p,m. Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 29. 

‘There was so much scheduled 
on Earth Day, we needed two 
camera crews to cover every¬ 
thing, With just one crew, we 
missed some of the best dis¬ 
plays, and the final hands- 
around-the-lake, although we 
really tried to be everywhere. 
Our biggest mistake was setting 
up the cameras to shoot towards 
Lakeside, mistaking it for the 
upper end of the lake. Friends 
of Miss Greenbelt 1989 had a 
good laugh as we vainly tried 
to hang an electrical extension 
cord in a tree over the parade 
route, just as the parade w'as 
approaching. Other foulups were 
discovered later, when it was 
found that many of the most 
important interviews had no au¬ 
dio. A partial solution was to 
use some of these pictures in a 
video montage at the beginning 
of the program. Video hosts 
Konrad Herling and Marsha Bar¬ 
ret learned a few things about 
appearing on camera that dis¬ 
criminating viewers will discov¬ 
er for themselves. We selected 
the best 30 minutes of over 2 
hours of videotape, along with 
some surprises edited in where- 
ever the camera was out of 
focus. 

We all learned a lot. What I 
was told in class about hooking 
up the cameras was not neces¬ 
sarily so, but a call to Greenbelt 
City TV Coordinator Beverly 
Palau saved the day. As it was, 
I was constantly taping wires 
back onto the camera between 
shots. The videotape editing 
went slowly, as there were doz¬ 
ens of segments that had to be 
placed in a predetermined order. 
One scrambled interview was put 
in logical order in a 2 hour edit¬ 
ing session. The entire interview 
lasts less than a minute, but 
makes sense. Some of the most 
spectacular shots were of the 
Sufi Dancers in the Center 
School Gym. A few minutes of 
their entrancing music and 
movements are shown. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the Tai Chi and nature 
bikes were not taped. 

The spectacular finale was 
made in the studio with a NASA 
photo of the earth. The new 
Greenbelt Access Television 
(GATE) video logo, starring 
board member Eunice Coxon at 
her garden gate, may be seen 
at the end of the program if 
PGTV runs the entire tape. 

By the time the editing was 
under way, we had learned much 
in classes at Prince Georges 
Comn^unity College that we used 
in placing insets of the Great 
North Woods next to the May¬ 
or's declaration of Earth Day. 
The contrast between the CFG 
map and the drizzly ceremony 
is as extreme as the bright mes¬ 
sages of a better world through 
recycling seen against the 
gloomy condition of our environ¬ 
ment today. Perhaps it is fitting 
that the video of Earth Day 
improved as it went along, and 
everyone involved is better

Flu, Pneumonia Vaccines 
Available at Green Ridge 

The Division of Immunization 
of the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) is urging older adults 
and people of any age with 
chronic health problems to be 
immunized against pneumococcal 
pneumonia and against influen¬ 
za, specifically Type A-Taiwan, 
Type A-Shanghai, and Type B- 
Yamagata influenza. It is also 
recommended that health-care 
workers and those who care for 
the elderly and for those with 
chronic medical conditions get 
the influenza vaccine. 

“Most people only need one 
shot of pneumococcal vaccine,” 
said Diane Dwyer, MJ)., Chief 
of the DHMH Center for Clini¬ 
cal Epidemiology. “If you had 
a shot within the last 5 years, 
you probably don't need another 
one. If it has been 6 years or 
more since you had a pneumococ¬ 
cal vaccine, your doctor may 
recommend that you receive a 
second shot,” she said. 

Vaccines for flu and pneu¬ 
monia can be given on the same 
day. The Department of Health 
will have a flu clinic at Green 
Ridge House on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 2, 10:30-11:45 a.m. There 
will be a flat fee of $3.00 per 
person, cash only. 

People who have a severe sen¬ 
sitivity to eggs should not take 
the shots. Those with an illness 
with a fever should wait until 
they are well.

Purchase of GHI Boiler Room 
Considered; Garage Rents Rise 

by Betty Timer 

Increasing' garage rents, the purchase of an “old” boil¬ 
er room, and additions to reserves were major topics of 


discussion at the October 18 
Directors. 

GHI’s Finance Ck>nftfnittee »u^)- 
mitted two recommendations 
which were subsequently adopt¬ 
ed. The first raised garage ren¬ 
tals 7.8%-^the same as the in¬ 
crease in operating costs. Man¬ 
ager Ronald Colton said that t^e 
$1.50 increase for all 276 ga¬ 
rages would net $4,068. Betty 
Deitoh, board secretary, replied 
that the garages are still a bar¬ 
gain compared to market rates 
of $B5 or more in nearby areas. 
The second recommendation in¬ 
creased training funds for board 
members by $1,000, 

GUI memibers Craig and San¬ 
dra Roberts made formal request 
to buy a boiler room for $1,000 
plus assuming the rehab debt of 
approximately $2,800. Rights to 
the boiler room woiild be trans¬ 
ferred with an addendum to 
their mutual ownership contract. 
The Roberts realize they will be 
responsible for removing the 
boiler and installing a floor. 
Craig Roberts said he intends to 
use the space for storage, dis¬ 
play, and repair of vintage da- 
dios and televisions. It was made 
quite clear by the board that no 
retail activity was to occur on 
the premises. A motion approv¬ 
ing the boiler room sale passed 
with a provision that the mem^- 
iber living adjacent to the boiler 
room be given three weeks to 
submit a proposal for use of that 
space. That member is consider¬ 
ing using the space for neigh¬ 
borhood storage. While not a 
preferred use, the board stated 
that it might be approved if 
seven people , ytcre willing to 
sign 8-year leases and if that 
homeowner was willing to pur¬ 
chase the boiler room, 

Colton made his fourth pre¬ 
sentation on the proposed 1991 
budget. Nat Shinderman rebuked 
the board for its failure to pro¬ 
vide for additions to reserves 
for major capital replacement 
this year and in the proposed 
budget. After a brief discussion. 
President Wayne Williams said, 
“I would like to increase re¬ 
serves, but I know increased 
costs would hurt those people 
who cannot afford it.” The board 
decided a work session was need¬ 
ed to examine this issue. 

Items for the next GHI board 
meeting, November 1 at 8 p.m., 
include scheduling future work 
sessions and the board’s selection 
of an auditor for 1991.
